Hampden-Sydney   and    Creative   Dissent 


In  recent  months  some  of  our  most  thoughtful  alumni 
have  written  in,  some  expressing  fear  lest  the  College  be 
identified  with  conservative  reaction,  others  voicing 
concern  lest  it  become  too  liberal.  The  history  of 
Hampden-Sydney  since  1776  casts  an  interesting  light 
upon  this  question. 

At  the  very  founding  of  the  College  two  sharply 
opposing  parties  came  together  in  astonishing  unity  of 
spirit — the  earnest  Presbyterians  of 
Hanover  Presbytery  and  the  mod- 
erate Anglicans  of  central  Virginia. 
Samuel  Stanhope  Smith,  the  twenty- 
five-year-old  first  president,  with  wis- 
dom beyond  his  years,  settled  a  cur- 
riculum controversy  by  announcing 
that  "a  more  particular  attention  will 
be  paid  to  the  English  language"  but 
also  that  "a  strong  emphasis  would 
be  placed  upon  scientific  studies." 
Perhaps  he  was  remembering  that  at 
the  College  of  New  Jersey,  which  the 
founders  took  as  their  model,  the 
students  had  rioted  and  destroyed  the 
physical  and  astronomical  apparatus. 
The  next  controversy  was  a  squabble 
between  the  second  president,  John 
Blair  Smith,  and  one  of  his  trustees, 
Patrick  Henry,  over  the  Constitution. 
There  is  some  doubt  as  to  whether 
it  was  amicably  settled,  but  at  least 
the  veteran  fiery  statesman  continued 
to  send  his  sons  to  the  College. 

The  teaching  of  the  sciences  got  off 
to  a  slow  start  in  an  age  when  most  of  the  graduates 
entered  law  or  divinity.  But  under  President  Cushing  a 
new  era  for  science  began  with  the  purchase  of  the 
latest  apparatus  and  the  securing  of  John  W.  Draper, 
distinguished  chemist  and  the  father  of  portrait 
photography,  to  teach  "natural  philosophy. "  As  early 
as  1824,  the  curriculum,  required  of  all  students,  in- 
cluded "chemistry,  mechanics,  pneumatics,  hydro- 
statics, optics,  magnetism,  electricity,  geology,  astron- 
omy and  mathematics  as  far  as  fluxions. "  But  although 
the  College  was  thus  "secularized,"  as  Dr.  Alfred  J. 
Morrison  put  it,  the  fears  of  the  devout  were  assuaged 
when,  in  the  same  period  (1824-1831)  the  far-seeing 
John  Holt  Rice  founded  Union  Theological  Seminary 
at  Hampden-Sydney  and  restored  the  balance. 

It  is  surprising  to  read  that  from  1840  on,  the  College 
was  a  seedbed  for  anti-slavery  views  and  agitation  for 
universal  education.    John  Holt  Rice  taught  a  class  of 
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twenty-five  Negro  slaves  to  read  in  order  that  they 
might  be  able  to  study  the  Bible.  Inspired  by  Rice,  a 
young  alumnus  of  the  College  named  Benjamin 
Mosby  Smith  began  a  spirited  struggle  for  free  public 
schools  and  the  education  of  both  races  as  early  as  1840. 
This  came  to  a  head  after  the  Civil  War  when  an  equally 
brilliant  and  determined  alumnus,  Robert  L.  Dabney, 
sharply  opposed  the  movement.  The  two  men  were 
brothers-in-law  and  theologians  of 
note.  Dabney 's  position  was  that 
education,  to  be  kept  Christian,  must 
be  a  function  of  the  home  and  that  the 
laboring  class  did  not  need  learning. 
Smith  hammered  home  the  convic- 
tion that  an  educated  society  is  the 
foundation  not  only  of  good  citizen- 
ship but  of  the  Christian  religion.  In 
1870,  he  won,  as  free  public  schools 
were  established  by  law.  But  the  two 
antagonists  remained  good  friends 
and  devoted  colleagues. 

In  the  present  century,  at  least 
three  controversies  have  shaken 
Hampden-Sydney.  The  first  con- 
cerned the  question  as  to  whether  the 
College  should  be  identified  with  the 
Fundamentalist  movement  or  should 
be  committed  to  a  more  progressive 
and  church-centered  theology.  The 
latter  of  these  won  out.    The  second 

was    waged    over    the    curriculum. 

Should  the  traditional,  broad  course 
of  studies  be  retained?  Or  should  a 
major  system  be  introduced?  The  faculty  finally  de- 
cided that  breadth  and  depth  of  scholarship  could  be 
combined  within  a  balanced  program  of  studies.  The 
third  controversy  concerned  the  size  of  the  College. 
For  generations  a  small  student  body  of  from  one  to 
three  hundred  students  had  formed  a  close  community 
in  which  one  knew  almost  everybody.  But  the  demands 
of  the  new  age  called  for  expansion.  The  present  expec- 
tation is  that  the  College  will  slowly  expand  to  an 
enrollment  of  600  and  stop  there. 

A  similar  story  can  be  told  of  the  sons  of  Hampden- 
Sydney  out  in  the  world.  In  the  church  courts,  some 
have  pled  for  ecumenical  progress  and  the  application 
of  the  Gospel  to  every  area  of  our  social  life ;  others  have 
contended  for  denominational  sanctity  and  the  pure 
spirituality  of  the  Church.  In  Southside  Virginia,  some 
alumni  of  the  College  heartily  approved  the  closing  of 
the  public  schools  to  prevent  integration,  while  others 
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strongly  opposed  this  drastic  solution.  In  the  last 
special  session  of  the  Virginia  Legislature,  some  of  our 
leading  alumni  fought  for  the  abolition  of  the  poll  tax, 
others  voted  to  maintain  it  in  state  elections.  On  De- 
cember 3,  1963,  there  appeared  on  the  front  page  of  a 
well-known  Richmond  newspaper,  side  by  side,  the 
pictures  of  two  able  and  distinguished  alumni,  Chief 
Justice  John  W.  Eggleston  and  Justice  Archibald  C. 
Buchanan  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Appeals.  It  did  not 
matter  greatly  to  us  that  they  presented  two  different 
interpretations  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Common- 
wealth of  Virginia.  What  did  matter  was  that  they 
were  public  ser\'ants,  exercising  their  high  judicial 
talents,  each  in  his  own  way,  with  manifest  concern  for 
the  freedom  and  welfare  of  our  citizens  under  law. 

All  this  is  as  it  should  be.  Would  it  not  be  a  tragedy 
if  all  the  sons  of  Hampden-Sydney  thought  alike  ?  What 
has  been  taught  here  for  one  hundred  and  eighty-seven 
years  is  that  men  may  express  vigorous  dissent  and  then 
compose  their  differences  in  a  spirit  of  reasonable  con- 
ciliation. This  is  one  of  the  most  precious  things  in  the 
heritage  of  an  educational  institution.  May  it  never 
perish  in  this  hallowed  spot.

Three  days  later,  the  Monday  of  the  late  president's 
funeral,  at  eleven-thirty  in  the  moniing,  a  much  larger 
crowd  came  together  for  a  half  hour's  service  in  the 
college  auditorium. 

The  numbing  tragedy,  the  myster>'  of  death  and 
the  providence  of  God,  the  mutual  helplessness,  the 
need  for  the  comfort  and  strength  of  a  Higher  Power 
had  brought  together  in  common  unity  mourners  of 
all  ages. 

What  happened  at  Hampden-Sydney  occurred  all 
over  the  United  States.  It  is  in  the  great  moments  of 
trial  and  sorrow  such  as  this  that  the  dependence  upon 
God  of  the  human  soul,  often  seemingly  calloused,  is 
made  manifest. 

As  time  passes  since  those  distressful  days,  individuals 
may  inevitably  draw  apart  again.  But  these  mystic 
moments  of  oneness  under  the  sheltering  wings  of  the 
Infinite  should  not  be  forgotten. 


The  Future  Of  The 
Liberal  Arts  College 

Such  was  the  title  of  an  address  by  David  F.  Ross, 
dean  of  the  faculty  at  Bethany  College,  and  printed 
in  the  Autumn  1963  issue  of  the  Phi  Beta  Kappa  Key 
Reporter.    We  feel  that  the  gist  of  his  remarks  should 


be  brought  to  the  attention  of  everj'one  who  is  inter- 
ested in  the  survival  of  the  small  liberal  arts  college 
as  a  force  in  American  education. 

Dean  Ross  was  speaking  to  the  College  Teacher 
Project  Conference  of  the  North  Central  Association 
in  Chicago,  August  1962.    He  said,  in  part: 

"Those  peculiar  American  institutions,  the  small, 
independent  liberal  arts  colleges  of  quality,  are  facing 
a  long  term  threat  to  their  very  existence,  the  threat 
of  the  loss  of  their  faculties.  Colleges  have  amazing 
durability,  and  I  have  no  doubt  that  their  buildings 
will  continue  to  stand  and  be  occupied,  but  there  is  a 
very  real  danger  that  they  will  not  be  able  to  continue 
to  be  what  they  are,  because  of  inability  to  attract 
and  hold  the  kind  of  faculty  upon  which  their  essence 
depends.  .  .  . 

"There  are  two  aspects  to  the  problem  as  I  see  it. 
One  is  that  it  is  not  the  university  but  the  under- 
graduate college  which  will  encounter  serious  difficulty 
in  recruiting  faculty  in  the  years  to  come.  The  other 
is  that,  in  the  years  to  come,  recruiting  a  superior 
faculty  will  increasingly  become  the  sine  qua  nan  for 
sur\'ival  of  the  small,  independent  liberal  arts  college. 

"There  are  several  reasons  why  the  brunt  of  the 
faculty  recruitment  problem  will  fall  increasingly 
upon  the  small  college.  One  reason,  of  course,  is 
salaries.  A  few  years  ago,  a  well-qualified  potential 
teacher  had  to  decide  whether  he  wanted  to  make 
money  or  teach.  Once  he  had  decided  to  teach  rather 
than  to  make  money,  there  was  no  particular  financial 
choice  to  be  made  between  the  independent  college 
and  the  state  university.  The  state  university  got  its 
appropriation  only  if  something  was  left  after  all  other 
state  programs  had  been  provided  for;  and  the  public 
and  their  elected  representatives  were  much  more 
interested  in  this  pittance  being  used  for  imposing 
buildings  than  in  faculty  salaries.  The  same  was  true 
of  the  donors  of  funds  to  independent  colleges.  Both 
types  of  institutions  were  in  the  same  boat.  Today, 
however,  the  public  and  its  legislators  have  awakened 
to  the  importance  of  education  with  a  vengeance. 
Not  only  are  buildings  going  up  at  a  pace  heretofore 
undreamed  of,  but  public  school  and  public  university 
salaries  are  going  up  almost  as  rapidly.  There  is  no 
similar  new  source  of  funds  for  the  independent  college. 
The  donor  is  now  paying  in  taxes  for  the  support  of 
public  education  more  than  in  his  most  generous  mood 
he  could  have  imagined  himself  giving  to  the  support 
of  private  education.  The  private  colleges  are  raising 
salaries  too,  and  it  is  now  possible  for  a  faculty  member 
at  such  an  institution  to  earn  a  decent,  lixnng  wage. 
But  the  gap  is  widening,  notwithstanding.  Today, 
the  choice  which  faces  the  potential  college  teacher 
is  no  longer  whether  to  make  money  or  teach;  it  is 
whether  to  make  money  or  teach  in  a  small,  independent 
college.  Under  these  circumstances,  why  would  he, 
if  he  wants  to  teach,  not  choose  to  teach  at  the  uni- 
versity and  make  money  too  ? 

"The  obvious  answer  is  that  those  who  want  to 
teach  will  go  to  the  universities  if  they  are  good  enough 
to  be  hired  there;  the  independent  colleges  will  then 
be  staffed  with  the  culls.  This  brings  me  to  the  second 
aspect  of  the  problem:  that  in  the  years  to  come, 
increasingly  the  sine  qua  non  for  survival  of  the  small, 
independent  college  will  be  recruiting  a  superior 
faculty.      I   stress  the  word  superior.      How  can  we 
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recruit  a  superior  faculty  from  among  the  culls  of  the 
state  universities  ? 

"But  this  is  not  the  whole  of  the  problem.  .  .  .  Partly 
because  of  our  inability  to  cope  with  the  contemporary 
explosion  in  human  knowledge,  partly  because  of  the 
internal  logic  of  the  Ph.D.  ritual,  partly  because  of 
fad,  and  partly  because  of  a  democratic  need  to  find 
an  intellectual  field  on  which  mediocrity  can  compete 
with  brilliance,  we  have  developed  the  academic 
cult  of  specialization.  [Cf.  the  "Interesting  Item" 
on  page  6.]  No  longer  can  an  institution  of  higher 
education  go  out  in  search  of  a  chemist  or  an  English 
teacher;  today  there  are  only  organic  chemists,  physical 
chemists,  and  analytical  chemists;  there  are  only 
teachers  of  Elizabethan  literature,  of  American  liter- 
ature since  1920.  The  historian  who  teaches  world 
history  or  the  survey  of  western  civilization  is  no  longer 
the  man  who  had  read  most  widely  and  understood 
most  profoundly;  he  is  rather  the  world's  greatest 
expert  on  Serbia  between  1520  and  1549,  who  has 
been  forced,  he  hopes  temporarily,  to  accept  what 
he  considers  an  inferior  position.  In  foreign  languages, 
our  older  faculty  members  can  teach  French,  German, 
Spanish,  Latin,  or  Greek  [here  H-S  alumni  of  the 
earlier  classes  may  recall  Dr.  W.  H.  Whiting,  '80], 
as  the  occasion  demands;  the  recruits  are  limited  to 
one  of  these.  Benjamin  Franklin  and  Michelangelo, 
if  they  were  to  be  reincarnated  today  and  apply  for 
academic  positions,  would  qualify  only  for  the  two 
most  lowly  in  the  hierarchy:  instructor  in  a  liberal 
arts  college,  or  academic  dean.  .  .  . 

"Graduate  deans  and  university  presidents  are  not 
generally  guilty  of  overlooking  the  values  of  the  small 
college.  Indeed,  it  often  seems  that  their  chief  mission 
is  to  make  the  university  more  like  a  small  college, 
not,  of  course,  at  the  expense  of  its  size.  But  depart- 
ment heads  and  dissertation  advisors  have  a  much 
more  significant  influence  upon  the  standards  of  the 
graduate  student,  and  they  honestly  and  openly 
believe  that  intellectual  honesty  and  significant 
scholarship  can  be  found  only  in  narrow  specialization. 
A  graduate  student  who  is  inclined  to  believe  other- 
wise is  trained  to  conceal  this  tendency,  to  be  ashamed 
of  it,  and  finally  to  repress  it,  before  he  has  earned 
his,  if  you  will  excuse  the  expression,  terminal  degree. 

"Here,  then,  is  half  the  problem.  The  emerging 
Ph.D.  can  expect  to  find  neither  financial  success 
nor  intellectual  satisfaction,  neither  public  adulation 
nor  the  respect  of  his  professional  colleagues,  if  he 
accepts  a  position  on  a  small  college  faculty.  At  the 
same  time,  the  other  half  of  the  problem  is  making 
it  more  important  than  ever  that  the  small,  liberal 
arts  college,  if  it  is  to  sur\'ive,  be  staffed,  not  with 
second-rate  scholars,  but  wdth  first-rate  teachers.  .  .  ." 

This  is  but  the  half  of  Dean  Ross's  article,  and  to 
print  it  so  does  not  do  him  full  justice.  His  long-range 
solution  is  the  orienting  of  promising  small-college 
students  toward  a  future  teaching  career  in  small 
colleges. 

We  have  several  brief  comments  to  make  upon  this 
situation. 

Hampden-Sydney  has  always  excelled  as  a  teaching 
college.  Its  faculty  were  men  of  broad  learning  who 
for  the  most  part  loved  to  teach,  and  could  function 
more  than  adequately  in  several  fields.     They  were 


gentlemen  under  whom  it  was  a  privilege  and  often 
a  pleasure  to  sit.  Their  teaching  load  did  not  ordinarily 
encourage  the  production  of  scholarly  works,  though 
they  did  not  lack  scholars  who  published  articles  and 
books.  The  Hampden-Sydney  of  today  does  well  to 
encourage  its  teachers  financially  and  otherwise  to 
engage  in  scholarly  research,  but  teaching  must  still 
be  paramount.  Even  where  library  and  laboratory 
facilities  are  limited,  Mark  Hopkins  and  a  log  and  a 
student  on  the  other  end  can  still  render  a  college 
great. 

Secondly,  we  have  observed  that  the  graduate 
school  advisors  in  our  own  discipline  in  certain  uni- 
versities do  tend,  as  Dean  Ross  implied,  to  discourage 
their  Ph.D.'s  from  joining  the  faculties  of  small  colleges. 
Presumably  they  have  never  themselves  had  the 
satisfactions  of  life  in  such  a  college,  nor  do  they  call 
attention  to  the  rat  race  that  large  school  life  can 
can  turn  into:  the  competitive  struggle  for  advance- 
ment; the  "publish  or  perish"  racket. 

Thirdly,  many  a  Hampden-Sydney  student  who 
contemplates  a  college  teaching  career  states  it  to  be 
his  ambition  to  come  back  to  Hampden-Sydney  to 
teach;  if  not  Hampden-Sydney,  a  school  just  like  it 
(if  there  is  any  such!).  These  are  often  top-notch 
men,  too.  Whether  they  will  be  able  to  resist  the 
blandishments  of  university  work,  or  whether  the 
openings  in  the  small  school  present  themselves 
seasonably,  is  another  matter.    But  the  desire  is  there. 

Hampden-Sydney  is  not  yet  wanting  for  good 
teachers.  It  has  a  strong  faculty.  Their  needs  are 
well  looked  after  by  the  administration  and  trustees, 
to  the  limit  of  their  abilities  and  finances.  Dean  Vail 
has  done  a  wonderful  job  of  recruitment.  But  as 
salaries  continue  to  climb  in  competing  institutions 
and  the  allurements  of  business,  industry,  and  re- 
search opportunities  continue  to  beckon,  the  College 
will  have  to  react  vigorously  and  with  vision. 


The  Decline,  Not  To  Say  Fall, 
Of  English 

The  brand  of  English  spoken  on  radio  and  television 
and  written  in  newspapers  is  becoming  more  and  more 
distressing. 

In  the  last  few  months  we  have  morosely  recorded 
some  jarring  examples  of  this  trend. 

An  announcer  on  a  supposedly  highbrow  FM 
station  referred  to  St.  Matthew's  Cathedral  in  Wash- 
ington as  the  "Street  Matthew's  Cathedral". 

A  broadcaster  on  a  national  television  hook-up 
referred  to  a  dais  as  a  "dye-us". 

A  familiar  figure  on  an  excellent  morning  television 
program  uses  the  expression  "these  kind  of  things". 

Writers  for  a  leading  Virginia  newspaper  are  regu- 
larly using  "criteria"  as  a  singular;  e.g.,  "this  is  a 
good  criteria."  We  have  long  since  given  up  hope  for 
"data"  and  "insignia"  as  plurals  only.  But  now  to 
lose  "criteria" !  It  is  a  signs  of  the  time,  as  the  illilerali 
might  say. 
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"Cheese  goes  good  with  all  types  of  table  wine," 
we  read  in  the  same  paper.   Well  for  them ! 

The  front  page  of  a  Virginia  daily  reported  that 
the  retiring  Prime  Minister  Harold  Macmillan,  search- 
ing for  a  successor,  was  asking  his  visitors  two  ques- 
tions: "Who  do  3'ou  like?"  and  "Who  do  you  not 
like?"  Now  we  understand  that  according  to  the 
Bergen  Evans  school  of  English,  this  is  perfectly 
permissible.  But  not  according  to  us,  and  we  refuse 
to  believe  that  Mr.  Macmillan  ever  talked  that  way. 
Mr.  Macmillan  is  a  well-educated  man. 

These  journalists  and  broadcasters  impinge  on  the 
public  eye  and  ear  daily.  Their  influence  can  be 
beneficial  or  pernicious  to  a  high  degree. 

To  what  is  this  carelessness  of  diction  to  be  attrib- 
uted? Is  it  lack  of  proper  training  in  fundamentals 
that  should  be  but  are  not  offered  by  colleges  and 
schools  of  journalism?  Is  it  a  matter  of  individual 
disregard  for  what  these  schools  teach?  (Certainly 
there  are  Hampden-Sydney  upperclassmen  still 
capable  of  murdering  orthoepy,  orthography,  and 
grammar.)  Is  it  the  modern  permissive  school  of  the 
teaching  of  English  (anything  goes  if  enough  of  the 
"right"  people  say  it)? 

Is  a  puzzlement.  But  it  is  enough  to  drive  us  back 
to  our  trusty  old  Webster's  International,  1st  edition — 
muttering. 


•The  icieal  church-related  liberal  arts  college  should 
be  an  intellectual  community  without  vocational 
courses,  commercialized  athletics,  or  fraternities.  Dr. 
T.  R.  McConnell,  chairman  of  the  Center  for  the 
Study  of  Higher  Education  at  the  University  of  Cali- 
fornia in  Berkeley,  told  some  250  educators  at  the 
Methodist  National  Institute  of  Higher  Education 
in  Nashville  last  summer.  1[Dr.  McConnell  said  that 
purely  vocational  courses  in  church  colleges  should 
be  eliminated  because  "they  cannot  compete  with 
public  institutions  in  occupational  training."  ^He 
asserted  that  over-emphasis  on  collegiate  sports 
"is  a  distortion  of  values,  which  leads  almost  inevitably 
to  a  distortion  in  students'  attitudes  toward  the 
college."  1[  Another  irrelevancy  in  a  church -related 
liberal  arts  school,  he  continued,  is  the  fraternity 
which  tends  to  "insulate  the  student  from  the  faculty 
culture  and  opposes  the  intellectual  and  social  pur- 
poses of  the  college."  HA  true  church  college  as  an 
intellectual  community  "should  put  a  premium  on 
ideas,  on  learning  in  the  most  meaningful  sense.  It 
should  value  fresh  ideas,  as  well  as  valid  old  ones. 
It  should  welcome  the  clash  of  ideas,  as  well  as  their 
concordance,  for  conflict  is  often  the  stimulus  to 
reflection  and  investigation,  to  the  persistent  search 
for  the  truth." 


Interesting  Items 

•The  president  of  the  University  of  Rhode  Island, 
Francis  H.  Horn,  in  a  speech  last  November  advocated 
the  extension  of  college  education  from  four  years  to 
five  and  the  abolition  of  the  major  system.  Under- 
graduates should  not  be  required  to  study  some  par- 
ticular field  in  depth,  he  said,  particularly  "if  such 
depth  is  at  the  expense  of  exposure  to  and  understand- 
ing of  some  of  the  humanities,  including  the  fine  arts, 
the  social  sciences,  and  the  natural  sciences.  .  .  . 
Pope's  aphorism,  'a  little  knowledge  is  a  dangerous 
thing',  will  be  cited.  But  Pope  was  wrong.  A  little 
knowledge  of  Shelley,  Moliere,  or  Tolstoy  is  better 
than  no  knowledge  at  all,  so  long  as  that  little  is 
accurate.  Similarly,  a  little  understanding  of 
Keynesian  economics,  existentialism,  or  Soviet  foreign 
pohcy  is  better  than  none  at  all,  again  provided  that 
that  httle  is  accurate,  and  that  the  student  possesses 
reasonable  intelligence."

One  of  the  plus  factors 
about  attending  alumni 
meetings  is  that  it  makes 
possible  the  give  and 
take  of  discussion  about 
what  Hampden-Sydney 
is  doing.  This  column 
can  serve  a  like  purpose, 
albeit  on  a  somewhat 
extended  time  schedule. 
Consequently,  I  hope  to 
use  it  to  initiate  a  discus- 
sion of  the  policies  and 
progress  of  the  college. 

Central  in  the  interest 
of  many  alumni  is  the 
nature  of  the  curriculum. 
However  much  any  one  of  us  may  have  fumed  at 
taking  this  course  or  that,  he  still  looks  back  with  ap- 
preciation on  the  discipline  with  which  he  was  con- 
fronted. And  somewhat  wistfully  wonders  if  his  son,  or 
his  friend's  son,  will  profit  by  the  same  sort  of  experience. 
What  is  the  curriculum  like  now?  What  prospects  loom 
ahead?  No  one  stays  awake  at  night  wondering  about 
the  answers  to  these  questions;  but  they  are  issues  of 
genuine  concern  on  the  part  of  thinking  alumni. 

The  bare  facts  are  simply  stated.  A  total  of  140 
separate  courses  is  offered — 223  if  you  count  courses 
on  only  a  semester  basis.  A  student,  who  must  earn 
124  hours  of  credit,  will  normally  enroll  in  40  to  42  of 
these  courses.  If  he  seeks  a  Bachelor  of  Arts  degree, 
he  has  88  of  the  124  hours  of  credit  prescribed.  These 
required  courses  involve  not  only  English,  history, 
Bible,  philosophy,  and  classical  and  modem  foreign 
languages,  but  also  one  year  of  mathematics  and  two 
years  of  laboratory  science.  The  student  working  for 
the  Bachelor  of  Science  degree  faces  90  hours  of  pre- 
scribed courses  which  include  English,  history,  Bible, 
political  science  or  economics,  and  three  years  of  a 
foreign  language.  In  addition  to  the  above  require- 
ments each  student  must  fulfill  certain  additional  re- 
quirements in  the  field  of  his  major.  From  this  brief 
description  it  becomes  obvious  that  the  area  of  electives 
has  been  sharply  limited. 

As  most  of  us  think  back  over  our  own  student  days 
at  Hampden-Sydney,  we  realize  that  curriculum-wise 
the  picture  has  changed  very  little.  The  addition  of  a 
"major"  will  be  new  to  the  majority.  The  pressures  of 
graduate  study  brought  it  into  the  pattern.  Otherwise 
things  remain  much  as  they  have  been. 


To  those  who  have  been  studying  other  college 
catalogues  and  find  themselves  aghast  at  the  paucity 
of  courses  offered  here  and  the  large  number  of  these 
that  are  required,  let  me  offer  a  few  reflections. 

Hampden-Sydney's  curriculum  cannot  be  dismissed 
as  antiquarian,  the  relic  of  a  past  intellectual  era 
fostered  on  unsuspecting  students  by  a  faculty  so 
steeped  in  tradition  that  change  itself  is  the  great 
heresy.  Instead  it  is  an  experience  in  education  de- 
signed for  the  second  half  of  the  twentieth  century. 
Its  basic  presupposition  is  that  a  speaking  knowledge 
of  both  the  humanities  and  the  sciences  forms  the 
sine  qua  non  of  an  educated  leadership  for  tomorrow. 
The  faculty  believes  that  it  can  better  describe  the 
pattern  of  courses  designed  to  impart  this  knowledge 
than  can  a  student  wandering  selectively  through  a 
multitude  of  possible  courses.  Breadth  of  knowledge 
is  inevitable  and  depth  is  secured  by  the  emphasis  upon 
a  major  field.  Graduate  study  oft'ers  the  time  for  intense 
specialization.  Even  there,  no  Hampden-Sydney  grad- 
uate should  be  blindly  unaware  of  the  worth  of  other 
disciplines  nor  of  their  significance  in  contributing  to 
his  understanding  of  his  own. 

Of  course,  such  a  curriculum  would  not  fit  every 
college  any  more  than  it  would  fit  every  college  student. 
Larger  institutions  must  offer  broader  curricula  and 
many  students  possess  neither  the  interest  nor  the 
time  to  secure  a  liberal  education  such  as  this.  But  it 
fits  Hampden-Sydney,  where  a  small  academic  com- 
munity can  share  a  common  discourse  on  the  humanities 
and  the  sciences.  A  further  and  not  insignificant  factor 
is  the  fact  that  this  approach  to  a  curriculum  is  eco- 
nomically feasible.  Where  courses  are  proliferated,  pro- 
fessorial costs  mount.  The  faculty-student  ratio  of 
one  to  fourteen  permits  small  classes  to  continue  but 
does  not  fill  the  college  with  a  multitude  of  tiny  class 
enrollments.  The  consequent  economy  of  operation 
makes  it  possible  to  pay  professors  a  more  nearly 
adequate  salary.  Hampden-Sydney  still  has  some 
distance  to  go  in  this  respect  and  has  for  this  reason 
increased  the  comprehensive  fee  from  $940  to  $1200  for 
the  1964-65  session.  The  increase  is  a  further  step  in 
the  continuation  of  top-flight  teaching.  The  fine  faculty 
the  college  now  has  can  afford  to  stay  and  additional 
persons  of  equal  ability  can  be  secured. 

The  curriculum  is  not  perfect.  Changes  will  be  made. 
Yet  I  am  convinced  that  the  principles  stated  above 
make  sense  and  can  be  experimentally  validated  for 
our  time.

Dr.  Gilman  Z.  Simms,  '30,  vice  president  of  the 
Alumni  Association,  in  introducing  the  president  of 
Hampden-Sydney  to  the  group,  supplied  a  touch  of 
West  Virginia  humor.

"  I  do  not  believe  it  necessary  to  recall,  to  this  audi 
ence,  the  extraordinary  record  made  by  Dr.  ReveleyL 
during  his  undergraduate  years  at  Hampden-Sydney, 
nor  to  here  list  a  summary  of  degrees  and  honors 
achieved  since.  But  it  must  be  said  that  our  good  Lord 
most  surely  has  guided  his  career  in  a  step-by-step 
preparation  for  this  position  to  which  he  has  been 
called." 

Dr.  Reveley,  '39,  making  his  first  appearance  befon 
the  Alumni  Association  as  president  of  Hampden 
Sydney,  paid  tribute  to  the  faculty,  the  student  leaders 
the  curriculum  ("good,  rigorous"),  the  Board  of 
Trustees  and  its  chairinan,  Lewis  Chewning,  and  thei 
Library  ("efficient").  At  the  same  time  he  said  that  he 
did  not  want  to  claim  perfection  for  Hampden-Sydney : 
perfection  would  mean  the  end  of  growth.  There  was 
always  the  need  to  grow  academically,  spiritually, 
socially.  He  stressed  the  need  for  a  new  science  build- 
ing, and  asked  the  alumni  to  help  where  they  could. 
In  conclusion,  he  expressed  optimism  for  the  future  of 
the  College,  and  indeed  inspired  the  audience  with  a 
feeling  of  good  cheer;  more  than  that,  a  sense  that 
Hampden-Sydney  was  in  capable  hands. 

President  Hudgins  spoke  of  alumni  activities.  He 
mentioned  alumni  concern  during  the  past  j^ear  about 
the  few  sons  of  alumni  attending  Hampden-Sydney, 
about  campus  behavior,  about  student  government. 
He  reported  the  unexpectedly  good  response  when 
eleven  alumni  chapters  sent  representatives  to  the 
meeting  called  on  campus  April  15.  He  said  that  the 
alumni  were  only  waiting  to  be  called  on,  and  paid 
tribute  to  Director  of  Alumni  Affairs  Joseph  T.  Trotter, 
'35,  as  the  keystone  who  really  carried  the  ball  (the 
metaphors,    however,    were    in    different    sentences).

Mr.  Trotter  then  presented  cups  for  the  best  records 
in  the  Alumni  Fund  of  the  past  year  to  the  Class  of 
1938  (Robert  G.  Harper  accepting  on  behalf  of  the 
class)  and  to  the  Bluefield  Chapter.   This  was  the  third 
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time  in  six  years  that  this  chapter  had  won  the  cup, 
and  they  were  awarded  permanent  possession. 

The  Association,  on  recommendation  of  the  Executive 
Committee,  voted  that  the  number  of  compUmentary 
luncheon  tickets  given  to  alumni  attending  Home- 
coming be  reduced  from  two  to  one.

Lu  Carter  Fulton  and  Tiger  friends 

An  added  feature  at  Hampden-Sydney  football 
games  this  past  season  was  the  ceremonial  appearance 
of  the  Hampden-Sydney  Tiger  ('  'the  Tiger  who  walks 
like  a  Man")  circling  the  field  during  half-time  in  a 
Buick  convertible.  Chauffered  by  Director  of  Alumni 
Affairs  Joseph  T.  Trotter,  he  was  usually  accompanied 
by  a  pretty  little  girl  or  by  pretty  big  girls  (that  is,  big 
girls  who  were  also  pretty). 

The  Buick  would  come  to  a  halt  in  front  of  the  home 
stands.  Cheerleaders  would  unroll  a  red  carpet  from 
the  car  to  the  sideline,  and  the  Tiger  would  escort  his 
guests  over  it,  to  the  applause  of  the  onlooking  multi- 
tude. 

The  little  girl  was  Lu  Carter  Fulton,  4-year-old 
daughter  of  Head  Football  Coach  and  Mrs.  Stokeley 
Fulton.  The  others  were  girl  cheerleaders  from  neigh- 
boring Longwood  College.  All  were  dressed  in  the 
garnet  and  gray  of  Hampden-Sydney.  The  Buick,  of 
a  neutral  color,  was  on  loan  from  the  General  Motors 
Corporation  for  the  fall  period,  secured  through  the 
initiative  of  Mr.  J.  C.  Brickert,  Farmville  Buick  dealer. 
Hampden-Sydney  was  one  of  two  colleges  in  Virginia 
and  one  hundred  in  the  country  to  be  so  favored.

The  Kaleidoscope  won  a  first  place  in  yearbook 
competition  and  The  Tiger  received  a  third  place  in 
the  newspaper  category  in  a  competition  conducted 
this  fall  by  Pi  Delta  Epsilon  national  journalistic 
society.  The  awards  won  by  Hampden-Sydney  were 
in  the  class  for  schools  with  an  enrollment  under  600, 
and  were  based  on  last  year's  publications.

Fraternity  Pledging 

One  hundred  and  twenty  men  accepted  fraternity 
bids  last  November.  Of  these,  109  were  freshmen, 
representing  about  68  per  cent  of  the  class.  Eleven 
were  upper  classmen. 

The  Sigma  Nu  Colony  led  the  chapters  in  number  of 
pledges  with  23.  Second  was  Theta  Chi  with  19,  fol- 
lowed by  Pi  Kappa  Alpha  with  17,  Chi  Phi  with  16, 
Kappa  Alpha  with  15,  Kappa  Sigma  with  11,  Lambda 
Chi  Alpha  with  10,  and  Sigma  Chi  with  nine. 

Two  Babylonian  Tablets 

The  oldest  documents  in  the  Hampden-Sydney 
Library  are  now  two  Babylonian  cuneiform  clay 
tablets  over  four  thousand  years  old.  They  are  the 
gift  of  Dr.  James  N.  Boyd,  '58,  and  his  brother,  Mc- 
Guire  Boyd,  '64. 

In  presenting  the  tablets  to  the  Library,  Dr.  Boyd 
wrote:  "For  several  years  around  1896,  our  grand- 
father, John  P.  McGuire,  worked  in  Florida  as  an 
engineer  before  returning  to  Richmond  to  teach  at  his 
father's  school,  McGuire's  University  School.  While 
in  Florida  he  rnet  quite  a  few  wandering  Englishmen, 
intent  on  making  their  fortunes  by  growing  oranges. 
Among  them  was  a  Dr.  [E.  J.  ]  Banks,  an  archaeologist 
who  had  travelled  and  worked  in  the  Near  East.  From 
Dr.  Banks  our  grandfather  obtained  two  small  Baby- 
lonian tablets,  the  descriptions  of  which  I  enclose  as 
copied  from  our  grandfather's  record. " 
^^  Dr.  Banks  guaranteed  that  these  tablets  were 
"genuine  ancient  Babylonian  originals." 

One,  the  "Jokba  Tablet,"  measures  4.5  cm.  by 
3.8  cm.  by  2  cm.  The  description  of  it  says  that  it  was 
"found  at  Jokba,  the  ruin  of  the  ancient  city  of  Umma, 
in  central  Babylonia.  It  is  apparently  a  tax  list  and 
the  taxes  were  payable  in  animals.  It  is  dated  about 
2350  B.C.  or  early  in  the  dynasty  of  kings  who  ruled 
about  2400  to  2160  B.C." 

The  other,  the  "Brown  Tablet,"  measures  5.0  cm. 
by  4.5  cm.  by  2  cm.  It  is  described  as  "a  typical  temple 
record  of  the  offerings.  After  the  tablet  was  written 
and  while  the  clay  was  still  soft,  the  temple  scribe 
rolled  over  the  entire  tablet  with  his  cylindrical  stone 
seal  and  the  seal  impression  made  it  impossible  to 
change  the  record.  The  seal  impression  bears  in  reverse 
characters  the  name  of  the  scribe  and  of  his  father,  the 
seated  figure  of  a  deity,  and  the  standing  figure  of  a 
priest.  It  is  dated  about  2350  B.C." 


So  far  the  tablets  have  not  been  assigned  for  parallel 
reading  in  any  course  at  Hampden-Sydney,  but  un- 
doubtedly will  be. 


Enrollment  By  States 

Out-of-state  students  constitute  about  23.4  percent 
of  the  present  student  body  at  Hampden-Sydney,  a 
slight  increase  over  last  year.  North  Carolina  has 
replaced  West  Virginia  as  the  second-ranking  state 
(after  Virginia).    Maryland  is  fourth.

Dr.  Robert  Bluford,  '45,  Director  of  Campus  Chris- 
tian Life,  Board  of  Christian  Education  of  the  Presby- 
terian Church,  Richmond,  Va.,  addressed  the  meeting 
of  Parents  and  Friends  at  Hampden-Sydney  on  Satur- 
day, November  9.  Dr.  Bluford  was  instrumental  in 
organizing  the  association  in  1953. 

Using  the  subject  "Christian  Higher  Education  in 
the  Church-Related  Liberal  Arts  College,"  Dr.  Bluford 
emphasized  the  strong  need  for  independent  colleges 
and  stressed  the  valuable  contribution  the  private 
church-related  colleges  make  to  education,  to  govern- 
ment, and  to  society  as  a  whole.  He  outlined  five  basic 
marks  of  a  Christian  College:  (1)  The  church  college 
ought  to  be  a  community  where  worship  of  God  is 
central  and  vital.  (2)  The  church  college  should  be  a 
community  where  personal  concern  is  important.  (3) 
The  church  college  should  be  a  community  of  teachers 
and  students  engaged  in  a  vigorous  search  for  knowl- 
edge and  truth.  (4)  The  church  college  should  be  a 
community  with  a  prophetic  role.  (5)  The  church 
college  should  be  alert  to  the  great  movements  taking 
place  within  the  life  of  the  church. 

Giles  M.  Robertson,  '27,  Richmond,  Va.,  president 
of  the  association,  presided  at  the  morning  session. 
He  introduced  Dr.  Taylor  Reveley,  president  of  the 
College,  who  gave  a  brief  address  of  welcome  to  the 
visitors.  Student  leaders  were  introduced,  as  were  all 
members  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  Parents  and 
Friends. 

The  group  heard  reports  from  three  faculty  members 
who  received  aid  for  study  in  their  separate  fields  last 
summer  under  the  faculty  fellowship  program,  the 
present  project  of  the  association.  These  were  Dr. 
Joseph  B.  Clower,  Jr.,  who  had  four  weeks  as  a  member 
of  the  Inter-University  Committee  for  Israel;  Dr. 
Graves  H.  Thompson,  who  spent  the  summer  in  Italy 
and  Sicily  as  a  member  of  the  Vergilian  Society  of 
America  study  group;  and  Carl  F.  Walters,  who 
continued  his  work  on  his  Th.D.  at  Union  Theological 
Seminary  in  Richmond. 

Prior  to  the  morning  meeting,  a  Coffee  Hour  was 
held  in  the  Parents  and  Friends  Lounge  in  Venable 
Hall.  A  buffet  luncheon  was  served  to  the  1,100  visitors 
and  guests  on  the  campus  for  this  special  anniversary 
day.  In  the  afternoon  guests  watched  as  Hampden- 
Sydney  defeated  Centre  College  in  football. 


Governor  Speaks  at 
ODK  Convocation 

Governor  Albertis  S.  Harrison  was  the  speaker  at  the 
fall  tapping  ceremony  of  Omicron  Delta  Kappa, 
national  honorary  leadership  society.  At  the  same  time 
he  and  four  Hampden-Sydney  students  were  received 
into  membership  of  the  organization. 

The  students  so  honored  were  Seniors  Horace  Church- 
man Lukens  and  John  Dickerson  Semones,  and  Juniors 
George  Harris  Heilig  Jr.  and  Daniel  Eric  Rogers  II.

Samuel  Devereaux  Hathaway  Jr.,  a  member  of  the 
freshman  class,  is  the  great-great-great-great-great- 
grandson  of  Nathaniel  Venable,  one  of  the  founders 
of  Hampden-Sydney  College. 

It  was  in  Mr.  Venable's  law  office,  a  small  frame 
building  located  on  his  Slate  Hill  plantation  near  the 
present  site  of  the  College,  that  members  of  Hanover 
Presbytery  met  in  1775  to  launch  the  school  that  is 
now  Hampden-Sydney. 

This  office  building  was  moved  to  the  college  campus 
in  1944,  and  is  familiar  to  all  alumni  of  recent  vintage 
as  "The  Birthplace." 

Mr.  Hathaway  comes  from  Summit,  N.  J.  He  is  the 
grandson  of  Mrs.  Louise  Carrington  Venable  Kyle  of 
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Londonbridge,  Va.  Mrs.  Kyle  is  the  daughter  of 
WiUiam  Henn^  Venable,  '92.  Her  brother,  William  W. 
Venable,  was  a  member  of  the  Class  of  '27.

Mr.  W.  J.  Erwin,  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
of  Hampden-Sydney  College  and  president  of  Dan 
River  Mills;  Dr.  Paul  W.  Hodge,  who  holds  an  honorary 
degree  from  Hampden-Sydney  College;  and  Dr. 
John  K.  Roberts,  Jr.,  pastor  of  First  Presbyterian 
Church,  Danville,  Virginia.  Dr.  Wiseman  also  wel- 
comed the  wives  of  the  alumni  and  a  number  of  guests 
from  the  Martinsville  Alumni  Chapter. 

Immediately  after  dinner,  Dr.  Wiseman  turned 
the  meeting  over  to  Mr.  Trotter,  who  in  turn  intro- 
duced Mr.  Chappell.  Mr.  Chappell  presented  some 
very  interesting  facts  about  the  College  from  the 
students'  point  of  view. 

At  this  point  in  the  meeting,  Dr.  Martin  Donelson, 
Jr.,  '38,  suggested  that  the  Pittsylvania  County 
Chapter  of  the  Hampden-Sydney  College  Alumni 
Association  issue  an  invitation  to  the  Martinsville, 
Virginia,  Chapter  to  merge.  Mr.  Trotter  said  that 
this  matter  would  be  taken  under  consideration. 

Mr.  Trotter  then  introduced  Dr.  Reveley,  who  spoke 
briefly  about  "Where  Hampden-Sydney  has  been; 
where  it  is  now;  and  where  it  is  going."  After  Dr. 
Reveley  spoke,  there  was  a  short  question-and-answer 
period. 


New  Book  By 
Dr.  E.  T.  Thompson 

The  first  volume  of  a  definitive  work,  Presbyterians  in 
the  South,  has  recently  been  published  by  the  John 
Knox  Press,  Richmond,  Va.  The  author  is  Dr.  Ernest 
Trice  Thompson,  '14,  Professor  of  Church  History  and 
Church  Polity  at  Union  Theological  Seminar>%  Rich- 
mond. 

This  volume,  to  be  followed  by  a  second,  covers  the 
years  from  1607  to  1861,  from  the  beginning  of  Presby- 
terian influence  in  the  American  colonies  to  the  ominous 
approach  of  the  War  between  the  States  and  the  for- 
mation of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the  Confederate 
States  of  America. 

There  has  not  been  time  to  prepare  a  review  of  this 
newly-issued  work,  but  it  might  be  permissible  to 
quote  from  the  jacket: 

"  Out  of  the  richly  embroidered  tapestry^  of  America's 
past,  a  noted  church  historian  lifts  the  variegated 
threads  of  Presbyterian  church  history  and  weaves 
them  into  a  complete  story  of  the  denomination's 
early  development  in  the  New  World.  Under  the  skill- 
ful guidance  of  Dr.  Thompson,  there  emerges  an  epic 
filled  with  excitement,  struggle,  and  tremendous 
sacrifices,  interspersed  with  incidents  of  delightful 
humor .... 

"In  the  latter  pages  of  Dr.  Thompson's  history,  the 
tragic  note  becomes  more  prominent — rising  out  of 
theological  differences,  the  slavery  issue  (on  which 
Southern  Presbyterians  were  themselves  divided  for 
a  time),  varying  conceptions  of  the  church  and  its 
mission,  and  the  like — culminating  in  the  final  rupture, 
still  not  healed,  between  Northern  and  Southern 
Presbyterians. 

"Laymen,  ministers,  and  Christian  educators  will 
recognize  the  unique  value  of  a  chronicle  which  for 
the  first  time  brings  to  brilliant  life  this  formative 
period  of  Presbyterian  history  in  America. " 

The  volume,  priced  at  $9.75,  is  of  generous  size, 
629  pages.  The  index  lists  40  references  to  Hampden- 
Sydney  College. 

Dr.  Thompson  was  the  first  honor  man  of  the  Class 
of  1914,  graduating  with  the  A.B.  degree.  He  has  an 
A.M.  from  Columbia,  a  B.D.  from  Union  Seminary, 
a  D.D.  from  Hampden-Sydney,  and  a  Litt.D.  from 
Washington  and  Lee.  He  is  a  member  of  Kappa  Sigma 
and  Phi  Beta  Kappa.  In  1959-60  he  was  moderator 
of  the  General  Assembly,  Presbyterian  Church,  U.S. 
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He  is  co-editor  of  the  Presbyterian  Outlook  and  the 
author  of  a  number  of  books,  including  Changing 
Emphases  in  American  Preaching,  The  Sermon  on  the 
Mount  and  Its  Meaning  for  Today,  The  Changing  South, 
and  The  Gospel  According  to  Mark  and  Its  Meaning 
for  Today.

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Headmaster  Bugg  To  Retire 

Dr.  Robert  W.  Bugg,  '20,  headmaster  of  St. 
Christopher's  School  in  Richmond,  has  announced 
his  retirement,  effective  at  the  end  of  the  academic 
year  in  June. 

A  native  of  Farmville,  Dr.  Bugg  joined  the  St. 
Christopher's  staff  in  1920  as  a  teacher  of  mathematics 
and  science.  In  1927  he  became  assistant  to  the 
headmaster  and  in  1940  became  the  senior  master, 
rising  to  the  post  of  headmaster  in  1951.  He  has 
watched  the  school  grow  from  an  enrollment  of  eighty- 
eight  to  five  hundred  and  thirty  students  and  has 
witnessed  a  tremendous  increase  in  the  school's 
physical  plant. 

In  1945  Hampden-Sydney  College  conferred  upon 
Dr.  Bugg  the  honorary  degree  of  doctor  of  science. 
His  long  years  of  teaching  have  enabled  him  to 
formulate  many  ideas  and  opinions  concerning  educa- 
tion in  the  secondary  schools.  Foremost  among  these 
ideas  is  the  belief  that  challenging  young  people  and 
training  them  to  have  self-discipline  are  among  the 
major  responsibilities  of  education.  Boys  in  secondary 
schools,  he  feels,  are  working  under  pressure,  but 
they  adjust  remarkably  well.  Dr.  Bugg  believes  that 
perhaps  this  is  where  the  proponents  of  progressive 
education  fail  in  their  belief  that  strict  discipline  and 
demanding  work  are  harmful.  In  speaking  of  reading 
methods.  Dr.  Bugg  contends  that  reading  instruction 
should  be  a  combination  of  methods — not  phonics 
exclusively.  Different  methods  should  be  used  for 
different  children. 

Dr.  Bugg  plans  to  continue  his  residence  in  Richmond 
following  his  retirement. 


#0f  the  present  freshman  class  at  Hampden-Sydney 
55%  ranked  in  the  top  quintile  of  their  high  school 
class,  25%  in  the  second  quintile,  12%  in  the  third, 
5%  in  the  fourth,  and  3%  in  the  bottom  quintile. 
27%  were  in  the  top  tenth  of  their  class  and  82%  in 
the  top  half.  79%  came  from  public  schools,  21% 
from  independent  schools.

Herbert  R.  Stokes,  '40,  has  been  elected  mayor  of 
Farmville,  Virginia.  He  succeeds  William  F.  Watkins, 
Jr.,  '48,  upon  the  recommendation  of  a  special  town 
council  committee.  Mr.  Watkins  had  resigned  to 
accept  the  position  of  commonwealth's  attorney. 

Mr.  Stokes  is  a  native  of  Farmville,  the  son  of  the 
late  Herbert  T.  Stokes  and  Lydia  O.  Stokes.  His  father 
was  a  prominent  Farmville  merchant  from  1902  until 
his  death  in  1940.  The  new  mayor  attended  public 
schools  and  was  graduated  from  Hampden-Sydney 
with  a  B.S.  degree  in  1940.  During  World  War  11 
he  served  as  a  navigator  on  a  B-24,  flying  out  of  Italy. 
He  was  shot  down  over  Vienna  in  February,  1945,  and 
was  a  prisoner  of  war  until  he  was  released  following 
V-E  Day.  He  is  currently  a  captain  in  the  Air  Force 
reserve.  Following  the  war,  Mr.  Stokes  lived  in  Rich- 
mond and  Hampton,  -working  as  an  appraiser  with 


the  State  Department  of  Taxation.  He  came  to  Farm- 
ville in  1959  and,  after  completing  the  appraisal 
programs  in  Buckingham  and  Appomattox  counties, 
settled  in  Farmville  permanently. 

Mr.  Stokes  is  commander  of  the  Veterans  of  Foreign

C.  Marshall  Research  Foundation.  They  are  the  late 
Harry  C.  Stuart,  '12,  Elk  Garden,  Va.,  Burr  P.  Harris- 
son,  '24,  Winchester,  Va.,  John  Stewart  Battle,  LL.D. 
'50,  Charlottesville,  Va.,  and  J.  Harvie  Wilkinson, 
LL.D.  '61,  Richmond,  Va. 

The  Marshall  Foundation  has  under  construction 
in  Lexington,  Va.,  a  research  library  and  museum  as 
a  memorial  to  the  late  General  of  the  Army  George  C. 
Marshall,  World  War  II  Chief  of  Staff  and  author 
of  the  Marshall  Plan,  which  rehabilitated  Europe  in 
the  post-war  era. 

The  five-hundred-thousand-dollar  structure,  which 
is  being  built  with  contributions  already  received  from 
throughout  the  country,  will  house  a  massive  collection 
of  personal  papers  of  General  Marshall,  historical 
records  concerning  recent  U.  S.  military  and  diplomatic 
history,  and  a  large  number  of  items  associated  with 
General  Marshall  which  will  be  on  display  in  the 
Museum.  The  Library  itself,  when  completed  in  the 
spring,  is  expected  to  be  a  national  center  of  scholarly 
research  into  the  period  of  U.  S.  history  spanning 
the  approximately  half  century  of  General  Marshall's 
public  career. 

Foundation  officials  expect  Hampden-Sydney  stu- 
dents as  well  as  others  in  the  Virginia  area  to  make 
extensive  use  of  the  facilities  of  the  Research  Library.

CONSTITUTION  OF 

THE   HAIMPDEN-SYDNEY  ALUMNI  ASSOCIATION 

(Adopted  June,  1961) 

ARTICLE  I  -  NAME 

This  Association  shall  be  known  by  the  name  "THE 
HAMPDEN-SYDNEY  ALUMNI  ASSOCIATION." 

ARTICLE  II  -  OBJECTIVES 

The  objectives  and  purposes  of  the  Association  are  to  promote 
at  all  times  the  general  welfare  of  Hampden-Sydney  College, 
and  to  this  end  maintain  the  good  will  of  all  former  students 
toward  the  College  and  their  comradeship  toward  each  other. 
In  carrying  out  these  general  purposes,  the  Association  shall 
strive  at  all  times  to  provide  and  maintain  close  contact  between 
the  members  of  this  Association  and  the  College,  its  Trustees, 
faculty,  and  students. 

ARTICLE  III  -  MEMBERSHIP 

Any  person  who  has  been  a  matriculated  student  at  the 
College,  or  has  been  a  member  of  its  faculty,  Board  of  Trustees, 
or  has  been  the  recipient  of  an  honorary  degree  from  the  College, 
shall  be  a  member  of  the  Association. 

ARTICLE  IV  -  PLAN  OF  ORGANIZATION 

All  members  shall  hold  membership  in  the  general  Hampden- 
Sydney  AlvuTini  Association  and,  as  far  as  possible,  shall  be 
organized  into  local  chapters  based  upon  geographic  divisions 
of  cities,  towns,  or  other  local  groupings.  Each  such  chapter 
shall  consist  of  five  or  more  members,  who  shall  elect  their 
own  officers  and  adopt  such  by-laws  as  they  may  wish  not 
inconsistent  with  this  Constitution. 

ARTICLE  V  -  OFFICERS 

The  officers  of  the  Association  shall  consist  of  a  President, 
a  Vice-President,  and  a  Secretary,  who  shall  be  elected  at  the 
annual  meeting  of  the  Association. 

ARTICLE  VI  -  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE 

There  shall  be  an  Executive  Committee  which  shall  constitute 
the  governing  board  of  the  Association,  and  which  shall  consist 
of  the  officers  elected  pursuant  to  Article  V  above  plus  the 
chairman  and  co-chairman  of  the  six  standing  committees 
provided  for  in  Article  IX  hereof  plus  three  members  at  large.  Five 
members  are  to  be  appointed  for  two-year  terms,  five  for  three 
years,  and  five  for  four  years  by  the  President  of  the  Association. 
Five  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  be  vested  with  full  authority 
to  act  on  behalf  of  the  Association  in  all  matters  when  the 
general  meeting  of  the  Association  is  not  in  session.  The  Ex- 
ecutive committee  shall  meet  on  call  of  the  President  no  less 
than  twice  a  year — preferably  Homecoming  and  Commence- 
ment. 

ARTICLE  VII  -  DUES 

There  shall  be  no  dues  for  membership  in  the  Association. 
However,  member  participation  in  the  annual  alumni  fund 
shall  at  all  times  be  encouraged.  Local  chapters  may  provide 
for  the  payment  of  dues  by  their  members  to  cover  chapter 
expenses  by  resolution  or  by-laws  adopted  by  such  local  chapter. 

ARTICLE  VIII  -  ANNUAL  MEETING 

A  meeting  of  the  Association  shall  be  held  annually  at  the 
College  during  Homecoming. 

ARTICLE  IX  -  STANDING  COMMITTEES 

The  following  standing  committees  with  a  chairman  and  co- 
chairman  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President  of  the  Association: 

1.  Alumni  Fund 

2.  Chapter  Organization  and  Activity 

3.  Student  Recruitment 

4.  Special  Events 

5.  Class  Organization 

6.  Alumni  Advertisements  and  Publications 
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ARTICLE  X  -  SELECT  COMMITTEES 

The  President  may  also  appoint  such  select  or  temporary 
committees  as  he  deems  necessary,  and  the  chairman  of  each 
such  committee  shall  be  entitled  to  attend  and  participate  as 
a  non-voting  member  in  all  meetings  of  the  Council  dvuing  the 
time  his  committee  is  in  existence. 

ARTICLE  XI  -  ALUMNI  OFFICE 

The  alumni  office  shall  be  maintained  on  the  College  campus 
under  the  direction  of  the  Director  of  Alumni  Affairs,  which 
office  shall  be  responsible  for  maintenance  of  files  and  records, 
and  in  other  respects  serve  as  the  headquarters  of  the  Alumni 
Association. 

ARTICLE  XII  -  FINANCIAL 

All  funds  from  the  aliuiini  and  from  the  Annual  Alumni 
Fund  shall  be  transmitted  to  the  business  office  for  the  use  of 
the  College  and  as  its  Trustees  and  Administration  may  deem 
proper.  Requests  or  suggestions  that  funds  be  raised  by  the 
Alumni  Association  for  designated  purposes  or  that  funds 
already  in  hand  be  used  for  designated  purposes  must  be  sub- 
mitted to  and  approved  by  the  Executive  Committee. 

ARTICLE  XIII  -  BY-LAWS 

By-laws  for  the  government  of  the  Executive  Committee 
may  be  adopted  and  thereafter  amended  by  it  from  time  to 
time,  but  By-laws  so  adopted  shall  be  published  in  "The 
Record"  and  shall  be  subject  to  revision  or  revocation  at 
the  next  general  meeting  of  the  Association. 

ARTICLE  XIV  -  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  elect  the  editor  of  The  Rec- 
ord and  such  other  officers  and  assistants  as  may  be  necessary. 

ARTICLE  XV  -  CONSTITUTIONAL  AMENDMENTS 

Changes  in  this  constitution  may  be  made  by  mail  ballot 
submitted  to  the  general  membership  by  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee. A  two-thirds  affirmative  vote  of  the  returned  ballots 
is  necessary  for  a  change.

#Two-thirds  of  Dartmouth's  alumni  contributed  to 
last  year's  alumni  fund,  which  received  well  over 
$1.3  million  from  nearly  21,000  donors. 

#The  president  of  the  University  of  the  Americas 
in  Mexico  City  not  so  long  ago  ordered  that  all  students 
must  wear  shoes  and  eschew  beards.

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ALLEN.     Daniel  Pope  Allen,  '25,  died  on  October  9,  1963,  in 
Richmond,  Virginia. 

He  was  the  son  of  Francis  Maury  Allen,  '94,  and  Virginia 
Mikell  Pope  Allen  and  was  born  on  May  26,  1903,  on  Edisto 
Island,  S.  C,  the  home  of  his  maternal  grandparents.  Dr.  and 
Mrs.  Daniel  T.  Pope.  His  paternal  grandfather  was  Peter  W. 
Allen,  M.D.,  of  Hebron,  Va.,  whose  education  at  Hampden- 
Sydney  had  been  interrupted  in  1861. 

Pope  Allen  graduated  from  Clarksville  High  School  and  en- 
rolled at  Hampden-Sydney,  where  he  received  his  bachelor  of 
arts  degree.  In  a  quiet  yet  forceful  way  he  maintained  the  tra- 
ditions of  the  College  as  a  sincere  student  and  Christian  gentle- 
man. He  showed  enthusiastic  interest  in  church  and  cultural 
events  on  the  "Hill,"  establishing  an  easy  relationship  with 
faculty  and  students  alike.  He  developed  enduring  friendships 
with  people  in  the  college  community,  being  frequently  invited 
to  the  Watkins,  Massey,  Winston,  Hart,  Miller,  Egglcston, 
Atkinson,    Overcash,    Gailliard,    Booker,    and    Venable   homes. 

Following  graduation  Mr.  Allen  taught  Latin  at  the  Norfolk 
Academy  and  then  went  to  the  University  of  Virginia  for  his 
master  of  arts  degree.  From  1930  to  1938  he  held  the  Latin  post 
at  Friends  Academy,  Locust  Valley,  N.  Y.  Drastic  surgery  in 
1930  and  continuing  phj^sical  handicaps  did  not  destroy  the 
keenness  of  mind  and  heart  that  was  his.  He  continued  work 
toward  his  doctorate  at  Columbia  University  during  his  years 
of  teaching.  In  the  course  of  one  session  he  substituted  for  Dr. 
W.  H.  Whiting  during  the  latter's  illness.  Other  teaching  posts 
were  at  Clarksville  High  School,  1945-47,  and  at  Blackstone 
College,  1947-48.  His  avocation  interests  centered  in  painting, 
woodworking,  flower  growing,  and  the  operation  of  miniature 
trains. 

Mr.  Allen  returned  to  Richmond  in  1948  and  made  his  home 
with  his  parents.  He  became  a  leader  in  the  Ginter  Park  Presby- 
terian Church,  serving  as  a  member  of  the  session  and  as  teacher 
of  the  Men's  Bible  Class.  For  several  weeks  prior  to  his  death 
Mr.  Allen  was  hospitalized  for  congestive  heart  failure  but  main- 
tained the  same  courage  and  fortitude  that  had  characterized  his 
life.

BUGG.    Dr.  Charles  Richard  Bugg,  '16,  died  in  Raleigh,  N.  C, 
on  December  11,   1963,  following  an  illness  of  several  weeks. 

Dr.  Bugg  was  born  in  Farmville,  Va.,  January  18,  1896,  the 
son  of  the  late  Charles  F.  Bugg  and  Ida  Paulett  Bugg.  He  at- 
tended Farmville  High  School  and  received  his  A.B.  degree  from 
Hampden-Sydney.  Diu-ing  his  college  career.  Dr.  Bugg  was  an 
outstanding  athlete,  lettering  in  baseball  and  football  during 
four  years  at  Hampden-Sydney. 

Following  two  years  of  service  with  the  United  States  Army 
dviring  World  War  I,  Dr.  Bugg  went  to  Johns  Hopkins  Medical 
School,  where  he  graduated  in  1924.

He  brought 
not  only  science  but  reassurance,  healing  knowledge  and  the 
sytnpathetic  heart.  Rich  and  poor  had  his  ministrations.  He  was 
the  good  doctor.  He  was  the  beloved  doctor.  And  in  all  aspects 
of  his  mind  and  spirit,  he  was  a  beautiful  man. "

Mention.  Following  graduation  Mr.  Richmond  served  for  a 
while  as  football  coach  at  Kentucky  Military  Academy  in 
Lyndon,  Kentucky. 

Survivors  are  his  wife  and  a  daiighter,  Elizabeth.  Funeral 
services  were  held  in  St.  Paul,  with  burial  in  the  Powell  Valley 
Memorial  Gardens  in  Big  Stone  Gap. 


STUART.  Harry  Carter  Stuart,  '12,  Elk  Garden,  Virginia, 
died  of  a  heart  attack  in  Richmond,  Virginia,  on  September 
30,  1963.    He  was  seventy  years  of  age. 

Mr.  Stuart  was  born  in  Abingdon,  Virginia,  July  4,  1893; 
attended  Cluster  Springs  Academy  and  Virginia  Military 
Institute  in  addition  to  his  years  at  Hampden-Sydney.  He 
started  his  career  as  a  Uvestock  dealer  and  farmer.  He  married 
the  former  Miss  Marion  Lee  Cobbs.  During  World  War  I  Mr. 
Stuart  served  with  the  322nd  Infantry,  81st  Division  (Wildcat) 
overseas.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Methodist  Church  and  served 
as  chairman  of  the  Board  of  Stewards.  Mr.  Stuart  was  a  member 
of  Kappa  Sigma  fraternity,  the  Farmington  Country  Club,  the 
Commonwealth  Club,  and  the  Board  of  Visitors  at  V.  P.  I. 
(1947-50).  Active  in  farming,  agricultural,  and  dairying  ac- 
tivities, Mr.  Stuart  served  at  one  time  as  director  and  vice 
president  of  the  Virginia  Beef  Cattle  Breeders  Association, 
president  of  the  Russell  County  Dairyman's  Association,  and 
president  of  Elk  Garden  Farms  Products  Corporation. 

Mr.  Stuart  had  been  a  member  of  the  Virginia  Senate  since 
1940.  Editorial  comments  in  the  Richmond  newspapers  com- 
mented on  the  occasion  of  his  sudden  death.  "State  Senator 
Harry  C.  Stuart  was  one  of  the  ablest,  most  independent,  most 
picturesque,  and  best-liked  member  of  the  Virginia  General 
Assembly  ....  Outgoing  and  genial,  he  was  one  of  the  top 
raconteurs  of  his  generation  in  Virginia  ....  The  Virginia 
Senate  has  known  colorful  members  before,  and  will  again,  but 
few  will  be  remembered  long  or  more  lovingly  than  the  big  man 
from  EUv  Garden." 

In  addition  to  his  wife,  he  is  survived  by  a  daughter,  Mrs. 
George  M.  Cochran  of  Staunton.  Funeral  services  were  held  in 
Elk  Garden,  with  burial  there. 


WESTBROOK.     William  Hugh  L.  Westbrook,  Sr.,  died  at  the 
home  of  his  son  in  Franklin,  Virginia,  on  November  18. 

Mr.  Westbrook  was  a  member  of  the  High  Street  Methodist 
Church  in  Franklin.  He  was  a  retired  peanut  buyer.  During 
the  past  two  years  Mr.  Westbrook  had  spent  much  time  at 
Hampden-Sydney  with  his  daughter,  Mrs.  E.  R.  Elliott.

Coach  Stokeley  Fulton  continued  to  lead  the  Hamp- 
den-Sydney  Tigers  on  the  trail  to  winning  seasons 
as  the  1963  edition  of  the  Tigers  finished  up  the  year 
with  a  respectable  6-3  season.  In  four  years  as  head 
coach  Fulton's  teams  have  compiled  a  record  of  17 
wins  and  19  losses,  but  the  figures  are  evening  up. 
His  first  year  with  the  Tigers,  Coach  Fulton  had  a 
2-6  season,  the  next  3-6,  the  next  6-4,  and  then  this 
past  season  6-3. 

This  season's  fine  record  against  top-rate  small 
college  powers  produced  several  strange  records  of 
sorts.  In  the  last  five  games  of  the  season  the  Tigers 
managed  to  score  only  two  touchdowns  per  game  and 
yet  won  three  of  the  last  five.  Also  it  was  four  straight 
games  before  the  Tigers  were  able  to  score  an  extra 
point.  Hampden-Sydney  went  seventeen  quarters  be- 
fore scoring,  after  a  touchdown,  in  the  game  against 
Randolph-Macon. 

Individual  records  were  also  set  as  George  Heilig, 
junior  wingback,  caught  23  passes  to  break  the  record 
set  in  1949  by  five  receptions.  Heilig  still  has  one 
season  in  which  to  break  the  total  yards  in  receiving 
for  one  season,  which  stands  at  389.  Heilig  has  caught 
42  passes  in  the  three  years  for  589  yards. 

Whitey  Lipscomb,  sophomore  quarterback,  is  on 
his  way  to  breaking  records  as  he  passed  for  749 
yards  this  season  in  5 1  out  of  1 1 2  tosses.  In  his  short 
two-3'ear  career  Lipscomb  has  hit  71  out  of  156  passes 
for  1023  yards  and  six  touchdowns.  He  has  a  total 
offense  for  two  years  of  1243  yards  and  44  points 
scored. 

Archie  Soucek  ended  the  season  as  top  ground  gainer 
with  492  yards,  153  of  them  coming  in  the  final  game 
with  Randolph-Macon.     Buster  Lammay  was  second 


in  rushing  race  with  403  yards.  Ty  Tysinger  was 
third  with  371,  and  Kendall  Whitaker  was  fourth 
with  345  yards.  George  Summers,  freshman  quarter- 
back, had  a  good  year  with  7  out  of  12  passes  com- 
pleted for  77  yards. 

Up  front  in  the  line,  where  the  backs  are  made 
heroes,  Hampden-SS^'dney  had  more  than  its  share  of 
hero-makersi  Senior  guard  Sid  Druen  drew  praise 
from  head  coach  Stokeley  Fulton  as  the  Tigers'  most 
valuable  lineman.  Kenny  Pritchett,  Druen's  running 
mate  at  guard,  is  also  a  senior  and  one  of  the  most 
vital  cogs  in  the  Tiger  fine  trapping  game.  Center 
George  Perkins  was  the  man  on  the  pivot  that 
Hampden-Sydney  called  on  when  the  going  got  tough. 
Junior  tackles  Steve  Helvin  and  Sandy  McLaughlin 
will  return  next  season  and  after  this  year's  perform- 
ance tackle  will  have  never  been  stronger  at  H-SC. 
Ends  Walt  McKibbon,  Billy  Edwards,  Mo  Shumate, 
and  Kent  Carter  gave  the  Tiger  flanks  much  pro- 
tection despite  the  loss  of  Dickie  Cralle. 

Line  play  on  defense  as  well  as  offense  gave  the 
Tigers  much  to  roar  about  this  season  as  Hampden- 
Sydney  held  the  opposition  to  171.9  yards  rushing 
while  they  gained  220.6  yards  per  game.  Freshman 
linebacker  Jimmy  Null  proved  to  be  one  of  the  finest 
freshman  defensive  ball  players  in  the  state,  and 
when  given  the  chance  on  offense  he  proved  himself 
there  as  he  picked  up  35  yards  in  12  carries  including 
a  10-yard  touchdown  run. 

The  loss  of  five  seniors  will  be  hard,  but  the  Tigers 
don't  lose  a  man  from  their  potent  backfield  next 
season  and,  grades  permitting,  a  host  of  experienced 
linemen  will  return.  The  1964  season  on  paper  looks 
to  be  one  of  the  brightest  in  many  years  for  the  Tigers.

(there  is  no  second  team).  Sandy  McLaughlin,  junior 
tackle,  and  Sid  Druen,  senior  guard,  were  named  to 
the  first  team  of  the  Mason-Dixon  bj^  vote  of  the 
coaches.  George  Heilig,  the  boy  that  set  the  new  H-S 
pass-receiving  record  this  season,  and  Archie  Soucek, 
who  scored  our  two  touchdowns  against  Macon  and 
rushed  for  147  yards  that  day,  both  gained  honorable 
mention  awards. 

In  the  state  three  boys  were  named  to  the  first  team 
and  one  of  them  was  given  the  title  of  honorary' 
captain.  Whitey  Lipscomb,  sophomore  quarterback, 
was  declared  honorary  captain  of  the  team  as  well  as 
the  only  sophomore  on  the  squad.  Along  with  Lips- 
comb were  Sid  Druen  once  again  and  George  Heilig, 
all  first-team  selections.  Heilig,  who  plays  the  flanker 
back,  was  listed  as  an  end  on  the  squad.  On  the 
honorable  mention  list  were  Sandy  McLaughlin, 
Buster  Lammay,  Kenny  Pritchett,  and  Walt  McKib- 
bon,  another  sophomore. 

At  the  team  banquet  Monday  night  of  December 
9,  1963  Coach  Bob  Thalman,  formerly  of  H-S,  now  of 
the  University  of  North  Carolina,  gave  the  principal 
address.  Freshman  Jimmy  Null  was  given  the  best 
defensive  award  as  voted  by  his  teammates.  Jimmy's 
brother-in-law,  Billy  Edwards,  was  given  the  most 
improved  player  award.  Sid  Druen  received  the 
sportsmanship  award,  and  Whitey  Lipscomb  was  given 
the  most  valuable  player  award.  Twenty-eight  letters 
were  awarded,  five  to  seniors,  ten  to  juniors,  nine  to 
sophomores,  and  four  to  freshmen. 

With  six  seniors  gone  from  next  year's  team  but 
ten  seniors  moving  up,  the  Tigers  promise  to  be  better 
than  ever.    See  you  next  football  season.

An  Old  and  Rich  Tradition  in 
Football 

Along  with  Hampden-Sydney's  fine  tradition  of 
academics  comes  a  similarly  fine  tradition  of  athletics. 
The  game  of  football,  for  instance,  came  to  the  Tigers 
of  Hampden-Sydney  in  1892. 

The  most  adept  description  of  those  early  days  of 
sports  comes  from  the  1906  edition  of  the  student  year- 
book, the  Kaleidoscope,  written  by  R.  K.  Brock,  '97. 

"In  1892  WiUiam  Ford  Bull,  of  Norfolk,  entered 
college,  bringing  with  him  a  knowledge  of  and  en- 
thusiasm for  the  game  of  football  as  played  by  the 
great  American  universities.  He  set  to  work  and  trained 
a  team,  which  played  but  one  game  that  season  with 
Richmond  College,  and  was  defeated  signally  by  a 
score  of  something  like  34-0.  The  game,  however, 
had  come  to  stay  and  during  the  next  year  more 
success  was  met  with.  The  teams  which  this  college 
has  been  accustomed  to  meet  in  football  with  varying 
results  are  those  of  VMI,  Blacksburg,  Washington  and 
Lee,  Randolph-Macon,  Richmond  College,  William 
and  M&Ty  College,  Roanoke  College,  St.  Albans,  and 
a  number  of  prep  schools. 

'  'The  team  of  1900  has  perhaps  the  best  record  of 
any  team  the  college  has  ever  turned  out,  not  being 
scored  against  during  the  entire  season,  and  defeating 
such  schools  as  Randolph-Macon,  Richmond  College, 


William  and  Mary,  and  St.  Albans  by  handsome 
scores  .  .  .  .This  team  won  the  state  championship  for 
the  eastern  division  of  the  league  in  the  shape  of  a 
handsome  silver  cup." 

The  problem  of  equipment  faces  all  teams,  and  in 
1894  the  Hampden-Sydney  team  met  a  similar  prob- 
lem. The  following  was  taken  from  the  October  1894 
issue  of  the  Hampdeti-Sydney  Magazine: 

'  'As  for  the  excuse  that  they  have  no  suits,  that  is  a 
mere  sham.  Any  fellow  in  college  can  afford  to  spend 
one  dollar  and  a  half  for  such  a  rig,  when  at  the  end  of 
three  months  hard  service  he  can  dispose  of  it  at  a  loss 
of  not  more  than  twenty-five  cents. 

'  'Last  year  the  Association  purchased  suits  for  two 
or  three  players  who  it  was  thought  could  not  aft'ord 
to  buy  them.  These  suits,  being  borrowed  and  re- 
borrowed, were  lost  track  of  and  the  Association  was 
the  loser  .  .  .  .One  of  the  strongest  reasons  for  wishing 
contests  on  other  fields  is  that  we  may  obtain  the 
means  wherewith  to  clothe  our  teams.  At  present, 
nearly  every  penny  expended  for  outfits  and  for  the 
travelling  expenses  of  other  teams  comes  directly 
form  the  ever-empty  pockets  of  the  students.  A 
seeming  paradox  teeming  with  sad  truth." 

The  tradition  of  Hampden-Sydney  football  is  old 
and  rich.  The  names  of  some  of  the  nation's  finest 
colleges  and  universities  have  been  on  the  schedule  of 
the  Tigers  at  one  time  or  another.  Virginia,  Wake 
Forest,  Trinity  (Duke),  Florida,  Virginia  Military 
Institute,  Swarthmore,  Dartmouth,  Lehigh,  Colgate, 
Cornell,  and  Maryland  are  just  a  sample  of  the  teams 
that  the  Tigers  have  faced  on  the  gridiron. 

This  small  school  of  five  hundred  men  carries  the 
ivy  league  tradition  into  the  South.  The  high  academic 
standards  combined  with  the  limited  grant-in-aid 
program  in  athletics  makes  the  Tigers'  athletics  a 
sport  instead  of  a  job.
